ABOUT PUBLIC OWNERSHIP 


A society in New York has sent out to 
all newspaper editors over the country a 
questionnaire asking what public senti- 
ment is about the government taking 
over the railroads or turning them back 
to private ownership and control. 

We have replied to them that as far as 
we have been able to dope it out, by talk- 
ing to people, hearing others talk, read- 
ing editorials in exchange papers, ete., it 
is our judgment that public sentiment 
here is in favor of public ownership of 
the railroads, and all other great public 
utilities, just as soon as such ownership 
can be brought about without unduly dis- 
turbine commerce and eonditions gener- 
ally; that the enormous expense, or dcbf, 
or both, necessary to bring that about is 


all that deters opinion from advocating * 


the taking over of all such public utilities 
permanently by the government; and that 
until some means can be devised for do- 
ing so a strict government control and 
supervision is advocated.

Very 
few advocate turning the railroads back 
to private control and manipulation, or 
allowing anything akin to the old corrupt 
regime of a few years ago, wlien the rail- 
roads dictated polities and almost every- 
thing else, including prosperity of the 
people or the building up of great trust 
corporations py the rebate system.

It is claimed now by many that if the 
government owned the big public utili- 
ties, employed several millions of men at 
gocd wages and fair treatment, that those 
men would be satisfied, contented and 
happy, patriotic to such a government 
and ready to fight for it if necessary, in- 
stead of joining all manner of Bolshevik 
and Socialistic societies and being dissat- 
isfied wth conditigns cf labor, living, ete. 
France is cited as an instance of this sort 
of management by the government, and 
the result is stated to be the fact that 
France has more individual home owners 
than any other country inthe world. 


Against all this arises the objection 
that such an administration would be in 
such control that it could never be 
changed. Well, if it did all right and 
most everybody was satisfied and con- 
tented, what’s the idea in changing it? 
All that sort of thing is a matter of de- 
tail and surely safeguards could be thrown 
around it which would cover all sbjec- 
tionable features. 

fovernment ownership of all great 
public utilities is coming, and it is not go- 
ing to be very long in arriving. The trend 
of puble sentiment is in that direction, 
and anything the public wants it can get 
if it wants it bad enough to take the 
tronble. i |

A great many American communities 
got better acquainted with themselves 
during the war than they ever had been 
before. Red Cross chapters, Liberty Bond 
campaigns, defense societies, community 
councils for various kinds of war work— 
brought them into decidedly closer touch 
and gave them a better understanding of 
themselves. 

The fact is we Americans are not very 
sociable. Pretty much, we go our own 
ways and among our own comparatively 
small sets. At first glance an Amcrican 
country town looks the very picture of 
demoeratig sociability, where everybody 
not only knows everybody else but knows 
all about everybody clse’s affairs and dis- 
cusses them with the greatest candor. But 
if it is a typical town you may soon dis- 
vover that its sociability is strictly limit- 
ed. You will find plenty of families—- 
often foreign-born families, but not neces- 
sarily—who have very little contact with 
the genial current and about whom no- 
body knows very much. 

War brought communities generally into 
closer touch. People lived with a warmer 
sense of community interests. The Rod 
Cross and the Liberty Loan drives and the 
defense societies, and so on, will soon lose 
their primary reason for existeace—or 
have already lost it—but the broader so- 
ciability and the habit of working  to- 
gether should not be lost. Community 
councils ought to be kept up.—Saturday 
Evening Post.
